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Handful Complain 
Hospital Idea Dead 


The proposed bill to consolidate 
the publie hospital boards of the 
Pahokee and Belle Glade districts, 
and build a new 150-bed hospital 
building on SR 715 approximately 
half way between Pahokee and 
Belle Glade, received such strong 
opposition from Belle Glade phy- 
sicians and a handful of land own- 
ers at the legislative clinic in Belle 
Glade last week that the board at 
Belle Glade this week withdrew 
its support of the bill and the pro- 
posed merger appears to be a dea} 
issue for the present. 

In a statement to the press 
Thursday \Feb. 9) William S$. 
Plumer, chairman of the North- 
western Palm Beach County Pub- 
lic Hospital Board, which operates 
the Everglades Memorial Hospital 
at Pahokee, said, “Our Board has 
been advised by the Southwestern 
Palm Beach County Public Hos- 
pital Board (which operates the 
Belle Glade Memorial Hospital) of 
their action at a meeting held on 
Monday afternoon, ‘recinding their 
support of the proposed legislation 
to consolidate the two hospital dis- 
ecicts. In view of this action, our 
Board, of course, will not pursue 
the matter further, since this was 
a joint proposal.”
